No  charge  will  be  made  for  the  delivery  of  packages  to 
the  railroad  and  steamer  or  express  office.  Also,  all  plants  will  be 
delivered  free  of  charge  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

All  articles  are  at  the  risk  of  the  purchaser  after  being  shipped. 

We  must  not  be  held  responsible  for  any  loss  or  delay  that  may  occur 
through  the  negligence  of  the  forwarder. 

Orders  to  be  sent  by  express  C.  0.  D.  must  be  accompanied  by  at 
least  one-half  the  amount  in  cash;  otherwise  they  will  receive  no 
attention.
